Be- 
sides, the railroad companies are 
asked to depress the cross streets 
south of ##Twenty-second street one 
foot more than was called for in the original 
ordinance, and all this for the benetit of the 
Chicago City railroad company, which, they 
say, is quite unfair. They ask to be relieved 
from this uncalled-for work and the expense 
attendant thereon, 
Compromise Measures Suggested. 


There are other objections, but those men- 
tioned are the principal ones. There are also 
suggestions of compromise. The most im- 
portant of these is that the elevation of the 
tracks commence between the St. Charles Air 
Line at Eighteenth street, that there be no 
subway at Eighteenth street, but that the

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MOARTHY BY SHARP QUESTIONS 
STIRS UPJ. v. FARWELL, 


Chicago's Big Capitalist Insists that Mr. 
Rogers Ought to Have Been in Jail a 
Dozen Time Loud Dialogue Over a 
Question of the Memory of Dates At- 
torney Westover Cautions the Defend- 
ant Not to Use the Word “ Liar -. B. 
Farwell on the Stand Today. 


John V. Farwell and Attorney McCarthy 
gave the auditors in Judge Tuley’s court-room 
some spicy dialogue yesterday as the investi- 
gation into the Sturges-Farwell Texas tangle 
proceeded. Old straw was thrashed over, but 
there was an abundance of stirring scenes. 
The inquiry touched at one time upon the 
question of Charies Prescott’s discharge from 
the Capitol company. Attorney McCarthy 
showed that a direct charge of embezzlement 
had been preferred against the London capi- 
talist. He was atcused of misappropriating 
ae Mr. Farwell, defending his old agent, 
said: 

The charge was false. Mr. Prescott 
transferred that $700 to his account that he 
might sign necessary checks for the company 
without drawing directly on the corporation.” 

Attorney McCarthy asked the witness in re- 
gard to his statement or inference of last 
Thursday that Mr. Rogers, now dead, was a 
** jail bird.“ 

Do you think it is proper for you, over the 
grave of a man who was your host, to say he 
was a jail bird?“ he asked. 

No, it was not proper. It was a slip of 
the tongue and I am now sorry for it. It 
should not be dragged in here again, but. the 
facts are true, replied Mr. Farwell. 

Are you willing to swear that Mr. Rogers 
was a jail bird,’ Mr. Farwell?’ 

No, I am not willing to swear to it. I do 
not know of my own knowledge that Mr. 
Rogers was ever confined in any prison o 
any charge whatever.”’ | 

This, then, is one of the specimens of your 
Christian charity, is it? 

Ik you will allow me to explain all of the 
connections with Mr. Rogers Ican show you 
that he ought to have been in jail a dozen 
times, was the answer. 

“TI will allow you to explain nothing of the 
sort, but | would have been ashamed of my- 
self if I had allowed this cross-examination to 
close without recailing the subject,“ said the 


New York attorney. 


Question Is Ridiculous. 


The mention of the supposed disappearance 
of £51,000 of the first £100,000 of. deben- 
tures in a letter from Mr. Sturges was the 
basis of questions put by Attorney McCarthy, 
in which he asked whether these bonds were 
got out of the way by the Farwell company. 

That question is ridiculous, for it infers 
that we had stolen the bonds, answered Mr. 
Farwell. . It we bad stolen any of the bonds 
we should have been arrested before this.“ 

**T think so,” retorted the attorney. You 
seem to have been pretty fortunate thus far.“ 

The inquiry became a little breezy when 
Mr. McCarthy asked about the suits which 
Sturges had instituted and received an answer 
not to his liking. 

How many suits had Sturges commenced 
in 1891?" was the opening question. 

Five,“ replied Mr. Farwell, 

** Name one,“ challenged the attorney. 

The defendant thought a moment and then 
admitted he could not. 

They may have been in 1892,“ he finally 
explained. 

Then why did you say in 1891?’ thun- 
gered Mr. McCarthy. Are you here to 
swear to things by Wholesale?“ 

No, I am not, shouted back Mr. Farwell. 

** Don’t you know well there were no euits 
until 1892? went on the lawyer. 

Weil, my memory is not good on dates [in 
a compromising tone] and I may have been 
mistaken, It probably was 1892.“ 

Mr, McCarthy made some comment about 
the recklessness ot the defendant and 
shortly afterward dropped the issue. 


Shows He 1, the Liar. 


Later, when a reterence was made in con- 
nection with the reading of one of Mr. Far. 
well’s letters to the letter of C. W. 
read in the morning and offered by the 
plaintiff's attorneys, the defendant said: 

“This tells the truth. That other letter 
2 me out a liar. This shows he is the 
jar.”’ 

The capitalist was excited and spoke loudly. 

** Don’t talk that way in court, Mr. Far- 
well.“ quietly advised Attorney Westover. 
Lou should not give a man such a name.“ 

**] can’t help it,“ was the capitalist’s reply. 
It makes me hot to think about such things. 

Another of Mr. Farwell's odd expressions 
caine outin a communication sent to Mr. 
Sturges in which the necessity of getting 
cash payments on debentures to satisfy C. B. 
Farwell was made known in the sentence: 

„Nothing but cash will settle C. B.’s bad 
coffee pot. 

The examination of Mr. Farwell closed with 
an inquiry as to the original 840,000 loan. 
trom which dates the entire trouble between 
Mr. Farwell and Mr. Sturges, The plaint.ff 
denies any knowledge of the $40,000 note 
aimed to be signed by C. W. ers 
and himself and indorsed by Mr. Far- 
well, The defense offered in evi- 
dence one of the Rogers letters 
admitting all the facts contended 
for by it. The plaintiff’s attorneys at once 
said the letter, it genuine, was a misrepresen- 
tation and secured by Mr. Farwell only to 
bolster up a false case. The letter was re- 
jected by the court. As this $40,000 note 
was never discounted it is not involved in the 
litigation, only being used by the defense to 
show the alleged actions of Mr. Sturges. 
Attorneys McCarthy and Monroe presented 
several letters from Mr. Farwell to Walter 
Potter, by which they proposed to show that 
the defendant sought to secure from the 
Boston broker statements not based upon 
the truth. The court did not pass upon these 
letters. 

When the case is resumed this morning ex- 
Senator C. B. Farwell, a codefendant with 
John V. Farwell, probably will take the stand. 


4 Harper Wants His Money Back. 


Harvey M. Harper filed a bill for accounting in 
the Circuit Court yesterday against the stock 
broker, Benjamin B. Lamb. The complainant 
says Dec. 3, 1892, he authorized Lamb to pur- 
chase for him on the Chicago Stock Exchange 
ten bonds of the Chicago Auditorium Association 
listed by the exchange, which, complainant says, 
were recognized as a good and secure investment. 
The bill says that instead of dong this the de- 
fendant purchased ten bonds of the Chicago 
Auditorium Association which were not listed on 
the Stock Exchange and which were greatly in- 
ferior in value tothe listed bonds. The com- 
plainant says he paid for them $10,157.86. Later 
he demanded the return of his money from ne 
defendant and he tendered back the bonds 
held by him. . The defendant declined to return 
the money or accept the bonds. The court is 
asked to declare the sale of the bonds void and 
decree the return of the money to the com- 
plainant.

SCRAMBLE FOR IMMIGRANT BUSINESS. 


Western Roads Likely to Make War on 
the Union PacificeRalilway News, 

Advices received from New York yesterday 
indicate that aggresive measures will have to 
be taken by the Western roads to meet the 
competition for immigrant business of the 
Union Pacific and Northwestern companies. 
On California traffic the Union Pavific has 
made contracts which cannot be abrogated 
this year and which would deprive competing 
lines of a chance of securing much of the 
business even if they were to establish 
European agencies to work up business for 
them. The Union Pacific has secured this 
business by paying more than half of the 
revenue derived from it to Immigrant Agents 
McDonnell at New York and Fugazzi at San 
Francisco; The Western Association lines feel 
that they cannot consistently pay such 
enormous commissions to immigrant agents 
in order to get a share of the business, and 
have come to the conclusion -that the best. 
thing to do in the matter isto give the emi- 
grants and steainship lines the benefit of the 
money heretofore paid to the immigrant 
agents by making a large reduction in the 
immigrant rate and tender the same as a 
basing rate to the Eastern trunk lines. The 
trunk lines will no doubt be glad to avail 
themselves of this opportunity to join in 
making low through rates, especially as it will 
knock out the deals the Union Pacific has 
planned with the Lehigh Valley, Lackawaana, 
and one or two other roads, which, if carried 
out, would prevent the consummation of the 
proposed Eastern passenger pool. Such re- 
duc-ion in rates would prove disastrous to the 
Union Pacific and prevent it from realizing 
any profits out of the immigrant 
business this year if it persists 
in paying the excessive commissions 
to immigrant agents with whom it has made 
contracts. Fears are expressed thatif this 
step is taken the Union Pacific will retaliate 
by reducing regular passenger rates on its 
line, but it is bardly probable that the receiv- 
ers will care to assume responsibility for such 
reduction, as it would cost the Union Pacific 
an enormous loss of revenue. Besides an at- 
tempt on the part of the Union Pacific to 
reduce rates west of the Missouri Riv uld 
be met by the Santa Fé with a corr nding 
reduction between Chicago and the Missouri 
River, which would seriously affect the Union 
Pacifie’s ally, the Chicago and Northwestern, 
and the latter would be hardly willing to 
sacrifice so large an amount of its revenue 
simply to assist the Union Pacific in 
its efforts to create general demorali- 
zation among the railroads in the West. 
Chairman Caldwell, who is now in New York, 
has full authority from the Advisory commit- 


tee of the immigrant clearing-house to make 


whatever arrangement he may find necessary 
to protect the interests of the association 
lines, and the Santa Fé has agreed to act 
jointly with the association lines. It is under. 


stood that the lines between the Missouri 


River and Ogden are willing and stand ready 
to sacrifice all of their revenue from im- 


migrant business in order to spoil the Union 


Pacitic’s little game. The through rate from 
the Missouri River to San Francisco is at 
present $35, of which the Southern Pacific’s 
roportion is about $16. As the Southern 
ac.fic Will probably demand its arbitrary, a 
rate of about $20 through from the Missouri 
is likely to be made.

A call has been issued for a meeting of what 
is known on La Salle street as the “Commit- 
tee of Fourteen to be held this afternoon. 
To this committee the subcommittee of five 
composed of Messrs. Rothermel, Drew, Cary, 
Whitlock, and Glidden will present a full re- 
port on a plan for the government and con- 
trol of insurance interests in Cook County. 
The members of the subcommittee were unan- 
imous in their support of the plan to be sub- 


mitted and it is expected that it will be con- 


curred in by the full committee. It has been 
drawn up without reference to union con- 
trol and is on the most liberal lines. Both 
local ugents and managers are represented on 
the Committee of Fourteen and all possible 
insurance interests are considered. 

The plan involves an entire reconstruction 
of the present local board, and the report will 
include a new constitution and series of by- 
laws. In fact the plan practically contem- 
plates a new organization, even the old name 
being dropped or modified. In the new organi- 
zation both local agents and managers are to 
be members on equal ternis. The field will 
be Cook Courty and not Chicago alone, The 
rights of the insurance men now included in 
Class No, 2 and Class No. 3 will be regarded, 
and provisions will be made for regulating 
rates and commissions throughout the 
country. As one agent expresses it: “All 
old scéres are to be wiped out, all old hatehets 
buried. and a new start made in the interest 
of good underwriting in Cook County.”

MARYLAND UNDERWRITEKS WORRY. 


Fear Judge Biddle’s Decision Will Cause 
Trouble in Their State. 

Bautimore, Md., April 16.—[Special 
Correspondence.|—In view of the recent 
war between Baltimore business-men and 
the Board of Underwriters regarding fire 
insurance rates and the amendments 
to insurance laws passed by the Legis- 
lature just before adjournment, the decision 
rendered last Friday by Judge Biddle of the 
Philadeiphia court has caused considerable 
agitation among Maryland insurance men. 
The effect of the decision, the insurance peo- 
ple claim, is practically to open the insurance 
writing doore of Pennsylvania to fraud of 
every kind, as Judge Biddle holds that any 
individual has the right to issue policies with 
or without a State license, the Pennsylvania 
limitation law being declared unconstitution- 


al. 

The Baltimore Board of Underwriters fears 
that similar efforts may be made here to 
bring the Maryland laws into court, irrespon- 
sible parties meanwhile issuing policies on 
the theory that this State’s laws have recently 
been so amended as regards license and pro- 
hibitory clauses that they are almost inden- 
tical with the laws declared unconstitutional 
by the Philadelphia court. The Pennsylvania 
insurance men having, howcver, taken an ap- 
peal to the State Supreme Court and intend- 
ing to carry the case to the United States Su- 
preme Court if necessary, the final decision 
will be awaited with considerable interest by 
Maryland insurance men, because the pur- 
port of the law in this State is now on the 
same lines. Recent amendments passed by“ 
the Legislature compel every insurance policy 
writer in the State to be provided with a 
licer.se from the State Insurance Department, 
which the Commissioner is not required to 
issue until thoroughly sa as to the 
stability of thé . writing the policy, 
directly or through agents. ‘le effect of the 
new clause is also to cause a much heavier 
reserve or preliminary deposit than formerly. 
President Jennen of the National Fire In- 
surance company of Baltimore 3 that 
while no wildvat concern’s operations have so 
far been brought directly to the underwriters’ 
attention, his company, as well as others, is 
continually receiv circulars showing that 
such schemes are on foot. Other members of 
the Board of Underwriterssay that if attempts 
similar to those made in Philadelphia are 


begun here the board will contest the matter 


in the courts every inch of the way. 


LIFE UNDERWRITERS AT A DINNER, 


Felicitate Themselves Upon Their Ad- 
vancement. 

Forty-five life underwriting agents gathered 
at the monthly dinner and business meeting 
of the Chicago association last night. They 
ate a good dinner and then listened to a num- 
ber of speeches and transacted business. 
President Stearns made a feeling reference to 
the death of Ben King, who had many times 
entertained the underwriters. Col. Kellogg 
of Black and White also spoke to the same 
theme. 

C. E. Mabie, President of the Equitable 
Life of Iowa, told the underwriters of the 
change which has come over the business 
methods of life insurance solicitors; how 
from vilifying one another the agents have 
formed associations among themselves and 
exercised good fellowship, and he predicted 
that if the good work which is being done 
by these organizations continues, which it 
must, it will be but a few years until the once 
despised insurance solicitor will be held as 
high in public esteem as the members of any 
other profession. Mr. Mabie said further 
that managers and other company officers 
should join these associations. 

The other speakers were L. A. Spicer, 
Secretary of the association, E. H. Keilogg, 
J. G. Drake, and C. F. Taylor. Several ap- 
plications to join the association were favor- 
ably acted upon. President Stearns was 
made Chairman of the delegation from 
the association to the National convention 
which meets in Chicago next June. Mr. 
Stearns will name four other delegates.

side reach a groat many Chicago lines from a 
New York end. There are many lines of goods 
here which are in the hands of selling agents 
who know little about the credits or the financial 
arrangements of the bouses they represent. These 


lines could be corrailed through the New York 


end of the agency. On the other hand, surplus 
lines could be carried to New Yor with the 
greatest facility. Whore an_ordipary, agency 
would not be allowed to divide commissions in 
New York, a firm operating in both cities could 
get around all sorts of resident agents, laws, and 
similar regulations designed to protect local 
agencies. |

FINE HOME FOR THE STOCK EXCHANGE, 


It Will Be the Best in America=To Be 
Completed April 24. 


The Chicago Stock Exchange, labor troubles 
not preventing, will be given possession of 
the finest exchange-room in America ubout 
April 24. The room is already practically 
completed. It occupies tne southern half of 
the second floor and is 68x 100 feet in area 
with a ceiling 28 feet high. Health and 
comfort were the first considerations in 
planning the rooms. For light it has 
windows from floor to ceiling taking up the 
whole of one side and one end. In addition 
there is a broad ornamental stained glass 
skylight bordermg the ceiling lighted from 
windows above. The feature of the room 
is the four massive pillars. of sienna 
marble with composite gilt capitals. 
These pillars support the weight of eleven 
stories of the building. A gallery extends 
across the west end with a seating capacity of 
200 with separate entrance from the cor- 
ridor. In front of this gallery are four small 
ornamental pillars. patterned after the large 
ones inthe central rart of the room. The 
room is finished in Mexican ‘mahogany. * 
north side is taken up with blackboards. In 
the center of the room are the telegraph and 
telephone accommodations, which are de- 
signed to beample, The ceiling is frescoed 
in an elaborate Mooresque design, sea green 
being the prevailing color. At the west end 
under the gailery are the offices ‘of the secre- 
tary and the consulting rooms. The room is 
ventilated through registers in the ceiling 
connected with exhaust fans on the roof. The

STRONG PULL OF THE BREWERY TRUST. 


Ita Hold on the Finance Committee Ex- 
emplified in a Telling Manner. 

Wasnincrox, D C., April 17.— [Special. }— 
While Great Britain is getting ready to in- 
crease its beer tax, in order to extend the ex- 
emptions from the income tax, the dominant 
party in the United Statesis doing just the 
opposite. Sixpence per barrel, which the 
English Chancellor of the Exchequer proposes 
to add to the beer tax, would be a trifle in this 
country. Nevertheless, neither the Ways and 
Means nor the Finance committee ever dared 
to suggest an increase in the beer tax, so that 
that means of revenue, together with whisky, 
would have done away with any need for an 
income tax. The brewers’ trust is even more 
potential than the whisky trust or tho sugar 
trust. 

Democratic members of the Finance com- 
mittee are not going to be charged with igno- 
rance in the tariff debate. The committee 
has ordered for its own use a chemical die- 
tionary, price $50, for which the government 
will pay. It took members of the Ways and 
Means committee in the House two days to 
discover that santonine was the active princi- 
ple in vermifuge, and then they did not know 
what vermifuge was. They told that story on 
themselves. 

In the Senate Finarce committee one day 
a Republican member raised some question 
about putting copperas on the free list.

Lodge Offers a Tariff Amendment That 


May Please Silver Men. 

Wasxuinotonr, D. C., April 17.—In the Sen- 
ate today Mr. Hoar asked that all petitions 
protesting against the ratification of the 
Chinese treaty might be presented in open 
session instead of in executive session as is 
customary, and this motion being agreed to 
Senators Lodge and Gallinger presented sev- 
eral such petitions. 

Senator Voorhees reported a schedule show- 
ing the changes in the text and rates of duty 
of the tariff bill of 1890, and tho adminis. 
trative act of 1890 as it passed the House, 
and as it was reported to the Senate by the 
Finance committee, and the rates proposed 
by the Mills bill.

the duties of the act of 1890; and that these 
retaliatory and discrimina duties shall re- 
main in force until Great Britain consents to

FALSE PROMISES OF THE DOMINION, 


Its Alleged Tariff Concessions Are of a 
Spurious Nature. 

Wasninatos, D. C., April 17.—[Special. ]— 
Canada’s proposed tariff concessions in re- 
turn for the Wilson bill turn out to be largely 
fraudulent. The Canadian tariff of 65 cents 
on coal is laid on a net ton of 2,000 pounds, 
so that it is practically as much as the duty in 
the United States of 75 cents on a ton of 
2.240 pounds. According to the report re- 
ceived here Canada will not lower its tariff 
on coal enough to let the Hocking Valley 
product in from Ohio on terms equally as 
good as those which will be given Canadian 
coal in the New England market. Not much 
trust can be placed in the promise that the 
Dominion will extend reciprocity to manu- 
factures as well as to natural products. It 
has fought all along for reciprocity simply in 
natural products, and if it concedes anything 
on manufactured articles it will re because 
provisos have been put in the Wilson bill 
which require reciprocity in lumber, salt, 
und agricultural implements before Canada 
can get the benefit of the United States mar- 
ket. In the Elgin treaty, which was in force 
between this country and Canada from 1855 
to 1866, Canada had decidedly the best of 
it. The following articles were on the free 
lists of both countries: Grain, flour and bread- 
stuffs of all kinds, animals of ali kinds, fresh, 
smoked, and salted meats, cotton, wool, seeds, 
and vegetabies, undried fruits ax d dried fruits, 
fish of all kinds, products of fish and all other 
creatures living in the water, poultry and 
eggs, hides, furs, skins, and tails undressed ;

MONETARY CONFERENCE TALKED OF. 


Mexico Desirous of the Adjustment of the 
Troublesome Question. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 17.—Another in- 
ternational monetary conference, this time, 
perhaps, to be held in the City of Mexico, is 
among the probabilities. The Mexican Gov- 
ernment is quietly pressing upon the atten- 
tion of the powers the feasibility of again un- 
dertaking au adjustment of the mone- 
tary question. and the time is be- 
lieved to be ripe for further ef- 
fort in that direction. Minister Romero has 
already suggested the matter to our govern- 
ment and the President is considering it care- 
fully, for undoubtedly the success of the un- 
dertaking will depend in large measure upon 
the support of the United States. The ad- 
hesion of Great Britain, too, is of the first im- 
portance, and the report that she will limit 
her coéperation to the representation of India 
hardly realizes the hopes of projectors of the 
conference, though it may not operate to de- 
feat the meeting. ö 


FOR AN ARMY POST AT CLARESVILLE. 


Mr. Jason Brown Wants Soldiers Stationed 
in an Indiana Town. 

Wasuincton, D. C., April 17.— [Special. 
It is proposed to establish an army post at 
Clarksville, Ind., and a bill for that purpose 
has been introduced by Representative Jason 
Brown. According to the terms of the prop- 
osition a transfer and conveyance must: be 
made to the United States, with good and 
sufficient title and without cost, of eight acres 
of land in the locality named. This land must 
be on or near a railroad and must be an 
eligible and suitable site for the purpose need - 
ed. After its approval and acceptance by the 
Secretary of War an appropriation of $50,- 
000 is to be made for barracks, officers’ 
quarters, hospital, kitchen, mess hall, stables, 
storehouse, and magazine.

ALL THE 2 GAMBLING TRACKS MUST GO. 

Application has been made to the Mayor to 
grant a license to the Garfield Park Gambling 
Association. The West-Siders have left no 
room for doubt as to what they think about the 
matter. They have inundated the Mayor with 
appeals not to grant a license. But in «pite 
of this practical? unanimous protest, which 
ought to settle the question instanter, some 
individuals, whose motives need not be in- 
quired into. rise to observe that there must 
be no discrimination,” that if a license is 
granted to race at Washington Park one must 
be granted for Garfield Park, and that if 
racing is prohibited on the West Side it must 
be prohibited in Hyde Park also. And then 
they add that it never will do to close such an 
institution as Washington Park, which gives 
innocent enjoyment to many people. 

It is admitted that Washington Park is more 
respectabie than Garfield Park. The social 
standing of the men who run the former is in- 
finitely higher than that of those who run the 
latter, but it is doubtfai whether the pool- 
sellers at one place are any more moral or 
leas wolfish than those at the other. It is ad- 
mitted that people who go to Washington 
Park are superior to those who used to go to 
Garfield Park, and it is quite possible that 
they care more for the horses and less for the 
pool-box than the West Side habitués. Never- 
theless it cannot be claimed that racing at 
Washington Park has been a biessing to the 
community. It has helped to foster the gam- 
bling spirit. It has led to the loss of a great 
deal of money by men who could not afford 
to lose it. Washington Park has bred thieves 
and defaulters as well as Garfield Park. 

The argument is that it will not be fair” 
to refuse a license to a race-track which will 
do a great deal of harm because one is to be 
given to a track which does less harm and is 
not so objectionable in many ways. The an- 
swer to that is: Refuse a license to both. If 
horses cannot be run at Washington Park 
without its involving their running at Garfield 
Park also, then let them run at neither place. 
If the half-bad track isto open the door for 
the wholly bad one, then close the door on 
both. The community will gain thereby more 
than it willlose. . 

There is not much which can be said in de- 
fense of any modern race-track. 
earlier day managed to live without the aid 
of the pool-seller. It is claimed that the mod- 
ern race-track cannot live uniess it taxes the 
people indirectly through the pool-seller as 
well as directly through the gatekeeper. 
Probably that is the case. If the crowds were 
to go simply to see the horses and to take de- 
light in their speed, and made no beta, the 
track would lose money. 
it is because the gambling instincts of the 
visitors have had free play. 
Park pays its expenses it is because the peo- 
ple who go there go rather to gamble than to 
see horses run. 

It is stated that the President of the Board 
‘of Trustees of Cicero will not graut a license 
to the Hawthorne track, which is in that town 
just across the city line. The decent people 
of Cicero got tired of furnishing quarters for 
the racing gamblers of Chicago, and they 
elected a President pledged to put an end to 
the puisance. Chicago can afferd to be as 
self-respecting as Cicero, and refuse like that 
town to provide accommodations for pool. 
sellers who pretend: they want to improve 
the breed of horses, so that the owners 
of the track may have what facilities they 
need for plundering fools. If Cicero cannot 
stomach Hawthorne Chicago ought not to en- 
terta in the idea of tolerating Garfield Park or 
Washington Park. Cicero certainly will not 
content to be annexed if the residents think 
annexation will be followed by the reopening 
of a gambling track they have decided shall 
be closed. 

So if the refusal of 


a license té Garfield 


Park necessitates the refusal of one to Wash- 


ington Park no deplorable consequences will 
ensue. If Garfield could be closed without 
closing Washington the lesser evil might pos- 
sibly be endured. There is no such bitter out- 
cry against the Hyde Park track as against 
the West Side one. But if the licensing of the 
more respectable track involves the 
licensing of the more disreputable one then 
license neither. Better close both than open 
both. That would be in many respects the 
most satisfactory way to nettle the ¢ontro- 
versy. 


SMALLPOX IN CHICAGO. 

There are nearly 200 cases of smallpox in 
Chicago. The pesthouse contains 178 of 
these, and they fill it to its utmost capacity, 
occupying every available inch of space, even 
to mattresses placed on the floors of the rooms. 
Ten cases have been taken to the County Hos- 
pital, and that great institution is under quar- 
antine, no patients being admitted or dis- 
charged for the present. These ten cases are 
in an isolated ward, but it is known that other 
patients are in danger of contamination, and 
every effort is being made to prevent any of 
them from taking the disease, Furthermore, 


it is reported that a few other afflicted ones 


are obliged to remain in the houses where 
they were stricken down, and these buildings 
have been placed in quarantine by the health 
authorities. | 
The situation is grave. The disease cannot 
yet be called epidemic, but under present 
conditions it may become so, since the or- 
dinary precautions cannot be employed in 
new cases if their number increases faster 
than that of the patients in pesthouse and 
hospital who die or get well. Of course, ev- 
erything that is possible will be doue, now 
that the city authorities are aware of the grav- 
ity of the situation, and one of the first steps 
to be taken is to draw on any ar all of the 
city funds to enable the Health Department 
to handle the fresh cases that are reported. 
This has been resolved upon. A shed is bemg 
constructed, as an annex to the pesthouse, 
which will accommodate about fifty patients, 
and others can be built rapidly if required , as 
the external temperature is high enough at 
this season of the year to permit thorough 
ventilation and render it unnecessary to ar- 
range for the introduction or confining of ar- 
tificial heat in the uilding. The greatest 
reason for fear is in regard to patients in the 
County Hospital who now are not suffering 
from the disease, and the danger of infection 
from the isulated cases outside till such time 
as they oa, b ed for in the enlarged qnar- 
prepared for their reception. 
For the next week of two the prudent cit- 
inen will be more than ordinarily careful 
about exposing himself to infection or allow- 
ing the other members of his family to run 
the risk of contagion. One of the best

THE COMMONWEAL 
tt is not surprising that the motley 


“armies” known as the commonweal, 


ttamping, begging, or stealing rides from 
various parts of the country to Washington 


as the common center, have occasioned con- 
siderable anxiety on the part of the author- 
ities of the District of Columbia and of Mary- 


land. Coxey’s army has left Cumberland by 


canal and will make its next stage, some 
dixty miles, by this slow method of trans 
portation. He has two or three hundred men 
| with him. Kelly’s army is on its way from 
Council Bluffs to Washington via Chicago 
and numbers about 1,200 men. Some, if 
bot a majority, of Kelly’s soldiers appear to 
be workingmen out of employment, and 
when they reach Chicago an effort will be 
made by Populists here to swell their ranks. 
It is altogether probable, however, that if 
Kelly secures any recruits the reinforcement 
Will be of a character that will not add to the 
teputation of his force. Frye’s first army at 
last. accounts was at Effingham, III., and in 
bad plight. His second army, which left Los 
Angeles some days ago, was at San Bernard- 
ino in n more or less stranded condition. The 
San Francisco authorities have corralled 500 
more tramps and are about to forward them 
to Chicago. Grayson’s Colorado regiment is 
wear Denver burning freight cars because the 
failroad officials will not allow them to ride 
free, A small army has started from Okla- 
homa expecting to secure recruits en route. 
The _.Wyoming Industrials, so called, have 
taken to the road. Groner, the recent Pop- 
ulist Mayoralty candidate of Cincinnati, pro- 
poses to organize an army of 5,000 men 
and forward it to Washington. Jones’ Dela- 
Ware army, though small in number, is en 
route. Another contingent, whose numbers 
are unknown, is beating its way up through 
Virginia, and in a day or twoanother regiment 
proposes to start from Boston, headed by the 
notorions Swift. 

The spectacle of these motley hordes radiat- 
ing from: various parts of the country towards 
Washington is certainly unique, however else 
it may be regarded. Undoubtedly there are 
some ignorant workingmen in the ranks who 
have been induced by the leaders to believe 
that it will be to their advantage to make this 
silly march, but the most of the so-called 
Soldiers are tramps, vagrants, loafers, 
ahd thieves, who are as much at home in one 


place as in another, and who have joined the 


army because it offers free bread and board 
and nothing to do, which is their highest am- 
bition. Thedeaders are no better than the 
rank and file, the only difference between 
them being that the foriner are smarter. The 
Coxeys, Brownes, Smiths, Fryes, and Graysons 


are without exception either hopeless cranks 


or cunning fakers with an itch for notoriety 
and a hope of pecuniary profit, Every man 
of them ought to be in the workhouse or jail 
doing real service for the State. It goes with- 
out saying that they have no prospect or ex- 
pectation of securing legislation of any kind 
from Congress, and that their so-called 
* living petition is the rankest kind of hum- 
bug. They may lead their tatterdemalions to 
the National Capital and enjoy a little cheap 
notoriety for a day or two and then they will 
disappear, unless the authorities should arrest 
them for plain violation of the District statute 
which forbids any person or persons to bring 
those into the District who aro likely to become 
a charge upon it. But whether the leaders 
are arrested or not, the armies, should they 
get into the District, must remain there or be 
driven over into Maryland. The soidiers 
have no money and their leaders have made 
ho provisions for returning them to their 
homes, if they have any. The responsibility 
of Coxey and his fellow-humbugs ends at 
Wasbington. Should all the regiments which 
have started and threatenea to start really 
get to Washington there would be eight or 
ten thousand men, mostly tramps and va- 
grants, concentrated in that city. What to 
do with them would be a serious problem. 
The most of them would not work if labor 
were furnished, them, and yet they will expect 
to be fed and ere long they will be a positive 
source of danger which may have to be 
stopped by police and military agencies. It 
is not at all remarkable that the people of the 
District and of Maryland do not relish the 
prospect before them of an irruption of the 
Goths and Vandals of laziness.

See- 
ing him in the hands of the officers she natur- 
ally begged them not to handle him roughly, 
When the patrol wagon was called and came 
and the officers started to put the man init 
his wife clung to him, and one of the officers, 
irritated by her interference, gave her a blow 
on the shoulder which sent her against the 
lamp-post. This excited the indignation of 
the crowd, but the officers paid no attention 
to that, and took man, wife, and baby to the 
police station. The last two were not locked 
up for a wonder. a 
Te man was disorderly, no doubt, and his 


| arrest was justifiable. But a policeman who 


had a single spark of humanity in his breast 
would got strike a woman witha baby in har 
arms because she was hanging on to her husband 
and interfering in some slight degree with his 
arrest. A decent officer would have been gent- 
lerin his methods. He would have made some 
allowance for the feelings of a sorely dis- 
tressed and unfortunate woman. The officer 
who struck this wife should be dishonorably 


: dismissed. 


But how much better for society it would 
be if the gambling-house where this man lost 
his money and became disorderly were closed 
by the police. Had this been done last week 
this individual would not have gone there to 
gamble, his wife. would not have gone there 
to hunt him up, and the patrol wagon would 
not have been called out to take him and his 
amily to the lock-up.

ASILLY STORY ABOUT TRACK ELEVATION. 

It is stated in some of the city papers that 
the Republican Aldermen have formed a plot 
to defeat track elevation and that the ordi- 
nance introduced by Ald. O'Neill night before 
last for the repeal of thé one providing for the 
elevation of the tracks of the Lake Shore and 
Rock Island roads is the first step towards the 
carrying out of that fell purpose.

While they will not consent to accept the 
ordinance as it stands, it is understood that 
they will do so if it is modified in a few re. 
spects. Those modifications may meet with 
the approvel of the Council, and in that case 
the railroads will go on and elevate their 
tracks substantially in the manner required 
by the present ordinance. * 

No citizen of the wards through which 
those roads run need be disturbed by absurd 
stories that the Republican Aldermen are in a 
conspiracy to defeat track elevation. O' Neill’s 
repealing ordinance will not pass and track 
elevation will not be dropped but will be 
pushea steadily. These stories are set afloat by 
overzealous friends of the city administration 
who wish to shove out of sight the fact that 
the Mayor has not been as saccessful in his 
negotiations with the railroad companies as 
he hoped he would be at the outset. He has

SUDDEN DEATH OF ERNEST J, KNABE. 


Famous Piano Manufacturer Dies in Bal- 
timore=—Other Deaths. 
Battimore, Md., April 17.—[Special, }—

ano company, died of heart-disease at his 
home in this city today, aged 57 years. He 
was renowned as a musician and did as much

RELIEVED HIS WIFE KILLED HIM. 


Half-Witted Colored Man Found Shot at 
Bloomington, III.

General News from New York. 

New Yorx, April 17.—[Special.]—Henry 
8. Ives died at Asheville, N. C., at 7:30 
o’¢lock tonight. He went to Asheville about 
two months ago in the tertiary stage of con- 
sumption and leased a handsome house known 
asthe Beatty Bungalow. It is situated on 
one of the foothills of the Blue Ridge, five 
miles from Asheville, overlooking French 
Brogd Valley, and within view of George W. 
Vanderbilt’s estate. He brought his family 
with him, Mr. Ives was conscious of his ap- 
proaching death, but received his intimate 
friends who happened to be in Asheville until a 
few days ago. He hada bad turn yesterday 
but remained conscious until noon today. 
The remains will be embalmed aud carried 
by his family to his old home in Ohio. It is 
expected the funeral party will leave tomor- 
row afternoon. Prominent financiers who 
visited Mr. Ives during his residence there 
were impressed with his hope of recovery and 
entrance into Wall street again. Few who 
saw him, however, shared in hia hopes.. The 
family of Mr. Ives have not appeared in 
public, except to make purchases in the city 
or for drives, and during their stay in Ashe- 
ville, as in Fiorida during the early winter, 
were thoroughly exclusive. Mr. Ives had 
been confined to his room the last two 
months. 

(Henry S. Ives was born in Litchfield, Conn., 
and at the death of his father, who was an in- 
ternal revenue detective, he found himself the 
owner of a small farm, which was mortgaged for 
$5,000. He came to this city before he was of 
age and for a time he was a clerk in the employ 
0 Harper 4 Bros., publishers. An r 
rr engaged arene Sie he received a salary o 
1 a week. is slight re, with his smooth 
ace, made severe by a pe r of spectacies, and his 
modesty of apparel, icating the student of 
theology rather than the dari gambler, first 
became familiar to men in Wall street in 1882. 
He was then about 20 years old, and was a clerk 
in the office of Charles T. Wing. He did not re- 
main there long, however, havi been dis- 
charged for some irregularity of conduct. 

It was then that he purch a desk, and he 
soon found a place for it in the office of Denslow. 
Easton & Herts, who owned a seat on the Stock 
Exchange. He had not been there long when he 
approached one member of the firm and to him 
unfolded a scheme, which, he said, would make 
every body interested in it immensely wealthy in 
& few days. It was so palpably dishonest that 
the firm refused to countenance it and warned 
him against prosecuting it. This did not deter 
him, for shortly afterwards he tried to deal 
with banks in the West in the name of 
the firm. The banks complained, and 
Mr. Ives found himself looking for another 
connection. It did not take bim long, and the 
firmi of Henry Ives & Co. blossomed forth. At 
first E. W. Woodruff was his partner, then George 
H. Stayner went into the firm, putting in 6100, 
000 of special capital. Ives represented to a 
mercantile 15 that he had also $100,000 in 
the firm. Another member of the firm was 
Thomas ©. Doremus, who also put in some capi- 
tal. Ives succeeded in securing a membership in 
the Stock Exchange. Then his firm’s banking 
business was boomed to the utmost. When the 
tirm went under the assets were set at about half 
of the liabilities, and mot of them were worth- 
less. The liabilities were $20,000,000. 

Then the full extent of Ives’ transactions came 
to light. He managed, however, to pay five 
cents on the dollar to his creditors’ But the 
news of his failure had attracted attention to 
him, and soon dozers who claimed to be his 
dupes were at his heels, and many appeals were 
made to the courts to punish him, He was lucky 
all through, however. The grand jury in De- 
cember, 1885, dismissed charges made against 
him and Stayner for overissuing the stock of the 
Mineral Range railway company. Both the men 
were arres in Cincinnati a year later accused 
of stealing a certificate of 21,187 shares of the 
common stock of the Dayton and Michigan rail- 
road compauy, but the jury was instructed to ac- 
quit them. 

Ludlow Street Jail received the pair as guests 
in January, 1889, when they were arrested in a 
suit of the Cincinnati, Hamilten and Dayton 
railroad company to recover $2,500,000. It was 
charged they had secured control of the stock, 
had caused themselves to be elected as officers of 
the road, and then, after their failure and the ro- 
organization of the company, had failed to make 
good this amount. Bail in $250,000 for each 
was required, and they could not furnish it. 
They were indicted, and Ives’ goo fortune stuck 
to him through his trial, for the jury disagreed. 
He and Stayner then went back to jail. 

Afterward when the Fassett Investigating com- 
mittee began its investigation into the conditions 
which existed Ives was called as a witness to the 
iniquities of the system. Freed from all litiga- 
tions and accempanied by Stayner he left the 
city and again began the acquisition of rai lroads. 
ives’ last appearance in the courts of this city 
wes when he was sued by President Sage in 1893 
for a balance of $27,000 on a note of $100,000 
made by the firm of Henry S. lives & Co. for 
money lent to them. 

Ives was married to Miss Helen Gertrude Sears 
of Lockport, N. X., Nov. 21. 1892. She was for- 
merly a member of the Bostonians opera com- 
pany, and at the time Ives said they had been on- 
gaged for five years. He brought his wife to this 
city and made his home at No. 6 West Fifty- 
sixth street, which he had leased for several 
years.] 


PREACHERS ARRESTED FOR THEFT. 


They Are Refearmed Catholics and Say It Is 
a “Joab” of Their Evemies. : 

New Yorx, April 17.— [Special. — Ine Rev. 
Edmund H. Walsh, pastor of the Reformed 
Catholic Church on Cumberland street, near 
Lafayette avenue, and the Rev. Emil N. Per- 
hacs, the assistant pastor, were arrested last 
night for alleged larceny. The arrest was 
not reported until this morning at police 
headquarters. In the meantime the Rev. Mr. 
Walsh had been released, but Mr. Perhacs 
was brought before Justice Walsh. The 
alleged theft occurred at the Turkish baths 
of Dr. Charles H. Shepard of No. 8 Colum- 
bia Heights. 

The Rev. Mr. Walsh is an ex-priest and is 
known all over the country on account of his 
work among Roman Catholics. He was at 
one time a Trappist monk. but after he be- 
came a convert to Protestantism he began to 

reach among the Roman Catholics of 
* and sueceeded in building up the 
Reformed Catholic Church. It is suggested 
by his friends that the trouble is the result of 
a plan to discredit his work.

HISTORICAL PORTRAITS ON VIEW. 


Twenty-three Pictures of Washington Not 
Seen Since 1817. 

New Yorx, April 17.—[Special.]—A re- 
markable collection of portraits and sketches 
of George Washington and other personages 
prominent in the Revolutionary War has just 
been placed on exhibition here. The pictures 
were made by the famfous artist John Trum- 
buli, who was long an aide to Washington, 
and are attracting the attention of art lovers. 
The collection numbers 122 separate sketches, 
most of them on parchment. It includes 
twenty-three hitherto unknown portraits 
of Washmgton, many of them made 
with bis military and cockade, 
which affords strong proof that they were 
made from actual roses, as in the hundreds 
of portraits of Washington made later by 
other artists itis almost impossible to find 
one in which he is thus shown. These sketch- 
es were exhibited in the hall of the House of 
Representatives in 1817, since which time 
they have not been seen in public, but have 
been in the possession of a family in the 
South until within a short time.
